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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Species I in the reply filed on 4/1 0/08 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that PCT Rule 13.1 determines criteria 
for imposing restriction or election for 371 applications.
